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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the content of the abstract 
is not descriptive of the invention as now claimed. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 6 - 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The method steps in Claims 6-8, controlling development temperature and heating a 
roller are not steps that one would use in preparing the roll of film for development. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shimamuraet al. (US 6,030,131) in view of Matsumoto (US 5,857,128), Young, Jr, etal. 
(US 2002/0018201) or Bowen et al. (US 4,687,943). 

The primary reference discloses a method of preparing a roll of film (s1, s2, etc.) for 
development comprising receiving a film magazine (p) having a roll of film therein at a 
film unload station in which a tongue is extracted the film (F) is withdrawn and spliced to 
a leader (L) and the film (F) and leader (L) are fed to the developing process, see Fig. 1 . 
Figures 4A-C show the tongue extraction operation from the magazine (P). The 
primary reference does not disclose inspecting the film (F). The secondary references 
in the same environment disclose inspecting the film to preventing jamming the 
developing process, defects in print image etc. If a defect is detected the inspection is 
stopped and the film may be rewound a taught by Matsumoto in col. 8, line 16-60. One 
of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use an inspection of the film during 
unwinding of the film from the magazine as taught by Matsumoto and Young, Jr., et al. 
to prevent producing poor quality images and jamming the processing apparatus.
